TOWN  WARRANT 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eaton  in  the  County  of  Car- 
roll in  the  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Eaton  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same  including  Town  Officers'  salaries.  Town  Offi- 
cers' expenses,  Election  and  Registration  expense.  Town  poor, 
Fire  Department,  Highways  and  Bridges,  Town  Maintenance 
summer  and  winter  and  General  Expense,  Street  Lighting,  Li- 
braries, Old  Age  Assistance,  Insurance,  Vital  Statistics,  Interest, 
Town  Road  Aid. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
through  Tax  Collector's  Deed.  This  authorization  to  continue  in 
full  force  until  rescinded  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  some  future 
meeting. 

4.  To  hear  the  Report  of  the  Zoning  Commission  author- 
ized by  vote  of  the  Town  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1950  and 
to  take  action  as  the  town  may  deem  appropriate. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  timber  on  the  town  forest  area  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Dr.  Jackson's  bequest  and  use  the  proceeds  to 
reduce  the  town  debt.

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  consolidate  the  present 
two  road  districts  in  one  and  have  only  one  road  agent  instead 
of  two  for  the  whole  town. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  the  town  road 
leading  into  the  entrance  of  the  former  Nesmith  property  now 
o\vned  by  Mr  Jordan  on  the  Potter  road  in  the  extreme  North- 
east section  of  the  to\\Ti. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  so- 
called  Snow  Road  from  a  point  where  the  road  leading  to 
Ernest  Nelson's  mill  ttuns  off  to  the  John  Hall  Bridge  which 
leads  to  Conway  Lake. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  the  section  of  the 
State  Road  from  Eaton  to  Conway  replaced  by  the  new  State 
road  built  in  1937. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  so- 
called  Bush  Road  from  the  old  Willie  Bean  homestead  as  lar  as 
the  road  leading  by  the  Elhs  place  to  that  of  Mr.  Lawless. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  so- 
called  Bend  Road  in  the  South  part  of  Eaton  leading  from  the 
Freedom  line  to  the  road  from  the  Moses  schoolhousc  to  the 
Bryant  place. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road 
from  the  Porter,  Maine,  line  to  the  turn  in  the  road  leading  from 
the  Bryant  place  to  Snowville. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road 
leading  from  the  Moses  schoolhouse  to  the  entrance  to  the 
Bryant  place. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  not  to  plow  the  road 
beyond  Harry  Ellis  Jr.'s  house  to  the  Bryant  place  in  winter. 


15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
negotiate  for  the  sale  of  the  town  tractor  and  its  replacement 
by  adequate  snow  removing  equipment  if  this  can  be  done  with- 
out any  additional  expense  to  the  town  above  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  said  tractor. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enlarge  the  Snowville 
cemetery  by  the  acquisition  of  more  land.  The  proceeds  of  sale 
of  lots  to  cover  all  expense. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $24.00  which  is  1/100  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  Town,  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  for  the 
purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages 
and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  other  Towns 
in  the  Lakes  Region. 

18.  Polls  will  close  at  six  o'clock. 

Given  under  our  hands  and  seal,  this  twenty-fourth  day  of 
February  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
one.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Wardens 

Each  year  two  hundred  thousand  forest  fires  annually  burn 
over  36  million  acres  of  the  forest  land  of  this  great  nation.  This 
area  is  roughly  the  size  of  our  New  England  states.  Tens  of 
thousands  of  man-hours  costing  over  40  millions  of  dollars  are 
used  in  combating  these  fires.  They  destroy  valuable  mature 
timber  and  new  growth,  and  leave  desolation  and  often  death 
in  their  wake.  With  the  large  deficit  in  rainfall  the  past  four 
to  five  vears  the  need  for  extreme  caution  is  great. 

Every  brush,  grass  or  forest  fire  that  you  have  in  your 
town  has  its  effect  on  you  in  several  ways;  such  as  increased 
taxes,  loss  of  mature  timber,  marring  of  the  landscape  and 
spoiling  the  recreation  value  of  our  countryside.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  approximately  97%  of  the  fires  occurring  are  pre- 
ventable, remember  —  only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fire. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  grand  job  in  keep- 
ing our  fires  small,  but  the  public  in  general  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly careless  in  discarding  matches  and  cigarettes.  An- 
other form  of  carelessness  is  the  neglect  to  secure  the  required 
permit  from  the  town  fire  warden  to  burn  brush  or  use  ar. 
incinerator  in  or  near  woodlands.  It  is  YOU  and  YOU  alone 
who  can  help  correct  this  shameful  waste  of  our  natural  resource 
by: 

1  Seeing  that  your  incinerator  is  tight  and  is  sitting  on 
clean  ground. 

2  Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent 
its  spreading. 

3  Never  burn  in  dry  windy  weather. 

4  In   all   cases   a   written   permit   is   required   from    your 
town  Fire  Warden. 

It  is  with  your  cooperation  that  this  shameful  waste  of 
timber  and  money  can  be  stopped.
